RENTON, N. J., Dec. 12. 

—QOver the ten-month 
period for 1928, as compared 
with 1927, the passenger car 
registrations in New Jersey 
showed an increase of 10 per 
cent., with the relative fig- 
ures, 97,809 for 1928, and 
89,404 for 1927. 

Chevrolet led all makes of cars 
in numerical gain for the period, 
with 20,510 registered in 1928, com- 
pared with 15,061 in 1927, a gain of 
5,449 units, or 36 per cent. Ford 
made substantial gains during the 
last three months of the period, but 
at the close of the ten months was 
still 565 units behind the 1927 mark 

The greatest percentage gain 

was made by Erskine, which re- 
corded 288 per cent. increase over 
the same period in 1927. Graham- 

Paige gained 1,383 units, or 147 per 

cent., while La Salle sales in this 
state were 154 per cefit. over the 
first ten months of 1927. Oldsmo- 

bile gained 78 per cent., Auburn 

64 per cent., Hupmobile 86 per 
cent., Pontiac 24 per cent., Pack- 

ard 28 per cent. and Whippet 18 

per cent.

vey of the accessories, parts 
and shop tool business in Co- 
lumbus during the latter part 
of November and early in De- 
cember shows that business 
has been above normal for 
this time of the year. 

In other words, trade, which 
usually slumps at this time of the 
year, has shown less decrease 
than in some preceding years 
and this is taken as an indication 
Suat business will be fairly brisk 
during the remainder of Decem- 
ber, with the exception of the 
holiday period. 

This good trade is attributed 
largely to the fact that pleasant 
weather prevailed for the greater 
part of the time. During November 
there was practically no _ cold 
weather and the balmy days at- 
tracted automobilists to the high- 
ways and on touring.

Overhauling of motors, adjustments 
incidental to the winter season and 
replacement of parts were quite 
active. Some of the principal parts 
and accessories bought were brake 
linings, engine parts, including pis- 
tons, rings, bearings, connecting 
rods and similar equipment.

In the shop tool line business 
has also been fairly brisk, as a 
number of new repair shops were 
opened and additional equipment 
was secured by existing shops and 
service stations.
